| “about the death of M. Roger Salengro, 
the Minister for the Interior of M. 
Blum’s Popular Front Government, and 
deputy for the North, has called forth the 
following severe reptoof from His Eminence 
Cardinal .Lienart, the Bishop of Lille, of 
which town the dead Minister was the Mayor. 
The Cardinal said that he had experienced 
the most painful emotions when he heard of 
this occuirence, by which a soul under the 
influence of mental stress, forgetting the 
law-of God, wilfully launched itself into 
eternity, and he could not help -thinking 
that;"if the real reason for this act were 
known, it would be largely due to the ‘in- 
famous and ruthless attacks that had been 
made on M. Salengro. 


AN UNCHRISTIAN PRESS 


“In front of his open tomb,' the Cardinal 
said, “‘we feel that it is our duty to remind 
you that politics do not justify everything, 
and. that calumny,- or even speaking 
ill ofa person are faults condemned by 
Godeewhichno one has any right to employ 
to gain -has-ends. A Press “which specialises 
in defamation is not « Christian Press. We 
reptidiate such a Press in the name of Him 
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i CARDINAL PACELLT, 


Who commanded us even to love our enemies. 
and to do good to those who persecute us, 
anti Who, even upon His Cross, besought His 
Father to spare His sheep. The Catholic 
Church, for ua part, remains faithful to this 
law of charity: if she takes up the challenge 
on moral grounds, where it belongs, against 
doctrines wherein she sees deadly errors, she 
does it for the good of mankind—of society— 
and she refuses to join in any combat with 
any individuals in whom she sees souls re- 
deemed by the Blood of Christ.” 

In a recent interview accorded to Count 
Dalla Torre, editor of the Osservatore 
Romano, Cardinal Pacelli denied that his 
trip to the United States had any public 
significance. Although undertaken at 
the wish of the Holy Father, it was his 
usual annual holiday. During his stay 
His Eminence visited 12 of the 16 
ecclesiastical provinces, and met the hier- 
archy of fifteen of them. He was accorded 
the most cordial welcome everywhere, and 
four universities conferred honorary degrees 
on him. What impressed the Cardinal most 
was the wonderful parochial organisation, 
the intimacy of the relations which exist 
between the priests and the people, and the 
wonderful benefits derived from the existence 
of the Catholic parish schools. His Eminence 
was also greatly interested in all the modern 
developments so conspicuous in the United 
States, and it was a source of pleasure to 
those who wére concerned to see the keen 
appreciation he showed of every technical 
progress.

Phe termination of the Catholic Educa- 
tional Congress at Adelaide, South Australia, 
— over by His Excellency the Most 
ev. Dr. Panico, Apostolic Delegate to 
Australia, has called forth a warm letter of 
congratulation from the Cardinal Secréary of 
State, Cardinal Pacelli, in ‘which J%s 
Eminence conveyed the Pope’s gratification at 
the success of the Congress, which he regards 
as an opportune design of Divine Providence 
at a time when “‘the venomous plague of 
Communism ” is sweeping over the world. 
Stressing the duties and ideals which animate 
an ideal Catholic who is loyal to his God and 
his religion, His Eminence continues:

Paternal 
authority, wisely tempered, will secure the 
obedience of the children, not through force 
or fear, but for reasons of conscience. The 
family itself will be blessed by God, and the 
nation will undeniably benefit.”

PIONEERS AT BELFAST 
MEETING

From a Sprcia CORRESPONDENT. 


HE Belfast and District Motor Club, 
Bi which is the oldest chub affiliated to the 

Motor Cycle Union of Ireland, cele- 
brated its thirtieth anniversary at a dinner 
in Thompson’s Restaurant, Belfast, on Satur- 
day night. 

The toast of the,’ Motor Cvcle Union of 
Ireland ” was propo3ed by Mr. T. Henry, 
Chairman of the Clab, who referred especially 
to the representatives of Dublin who were 
present 


ON LR.C. LINES 


Mr. T. W. Murphy, who has been asso- 
ciated with the sport since its infancy, gave 
a most interesting account of the early years 
of motor cycling. He nwntioned that the 
first motor cyclists were old cycling men, and 
they. modelled the constitution of the 
M.C.U.L. upon the Irish Road Club, with 
centres in North and South. The Southern 
Centre was formed in 1901, and in 1905 a 
deputation was sent to Belfast to form an 
Ulster Centre. He was the only Surviving 
member of that deputation. A later develop- 
ment was the formation of cluhs which affiliated 
to the respective centres. The Belfast and 
District was the first of those clubs. (A sub- 
sequent speaker stated, however, that the 
Belfast and District had grown out of the old 
Shamrock Club.) 

Mr. Murphy said that one of his regrets 
was that “Bob” MclLardy and “Billy” 
Armstrong, both of whom had taken such a 
prominent part in Belfast and District affairs, 
had not lived to be at that dinner—thev 
would have been in their element. He paid a 
tribute to their memory, and to that of 
“Jimmy” Stewart, another old B. and DT. 
man who had carried the Club’s colours in 
pre-war Tourist Trophy races. 

The Motor Oycle Union of Ireland was 
older than the British Auto-Cycle Union. 
Furthermore, its authority was not delegated, 
as in the case of most motor cycle governing, 
bodies. from the car club of its country, but 
came from its own members. In that way it 
was completely independent. It was one of 
the bodies which kept North and South 
together, and if it was passing through a Jean 
Ps to-day, that phase aill pass, as other 
ean phases had passed.

American Tendencies 


HE cars that have been on view at the 

New York Motor Show demonstrated 

in a most interesting manner, says The 

Autocar. the radical difference between the 

ideas of the American and the European 
designer. 

It is obvious, says the paper, that the 
American manufacturer is interesting him- 
self more and more in the coachwork of 
the cars he controls, deeming, no doubt, 
that the chassis has reached a point of de- 
velopment where, unless and until the rear 
engine position is adopted, little -adical 
change is necessary. . 

The American car is now. carrying a 
larger body with wider seats. These seats 
have been placed even more within the 
wheelbase than hitherto by pushing the 
engine farther forward, and it is most 
noticeable that a special effort has been 
made to arrange accommodation for al! the 
luggage one might need, even on a long 
tour. | 

Apart from that, of course, the radiator 
as a visible entity has practically dis- 
appeared, and the cars externally have 
entirely changed their appearance, having 
flowing lines rather than being stream- 
lined. 

The instruments are becoming easier to 
read, warm air is being supplied to the 
screen, the range of view fromthe seats 
has been increased, and it is interesting to 
see that V-type screens are apparently 
popular. a : 

As to mechanical details, the V engine 
is more, the hydraulic brake much more, 
popular ; independent suspetsion is more 
tidy, and steel finds a still greater part 
in the construction of the bodies, which 
mostly have one-piece tops without a slid- 
ing roof. There is at present little 
evidence of sloping or narrower bonnets

It is to be hoped that some of 
the farmers’ good fortune will be passed 
on to the farm labourers, whose wages in 
some districts, as stated in the Northern 
Parliament by several speakers, are 
‘‘scandalous.”’ A demand has been made 
that an Agricultural Wage Board should 
be established in Northern Ireland, as in 
England and Wales, to regulate the wages 
of farm labourers according to the rates 
prevailing in other occupations in each 
district. Scotland, which has somewhat 
similar agricultural conditions as Northern 
Ireland, may have such a Wage Board in 
the near future, as a committee which 
investigated conditions in that country 
have strongly recommended the establish- 
ment of a Scotch Wage Board for the 
agricultural industry. By means of a 
Wage Board fair wages can be fixed, so 
that the “good farmers” will not be 
penalised by éan paying smaller 
wages to their labourers, and uniform 
rates will apply. Now that agricultural 
workers have come under the unemploy- 
ment insurance scheme, it is essential that 
the wage rates should be maintained at a 
level that will not provide an. excuse for 
malingering. At present the agricultural 
workers’ unemployment benefit is nearly 
as great as the wages paid in some areas. 


is a growing tendency to confine the 
‘highly efficient’ grading to teachers in 
larger schools although teachers with 
longer experience, and doing as good, if 
not better work, under more difficult con- 
ditions are retained in the “ efficient” 
grade. To any fair minded person a 
teacher working against such handicaps 
and giving good service should receive 
preference in “ highly efficient ’’ grading. 
It would be better, however, to abolish 
“highly efficient’’ grading as recom- 
mended by the teachers’ organisations. 
Any advantage which it may have had has 
long since disappeared and all positions 
should be open equally to every teacher 
who is trained and qualified, with special 
grants for degrees or other additional 
educational qualifications.

The third 
best among the fillies is a very fine foal 
by Sansovino out of Teresina, and she 
is a January foal, and called Sarasvati. 
Other filly foals at Sheshoon that will 
make their mark in Turf history is a bay 
daughter of Blenheim and Sultan Ranee, 
named Bibi Sultan, and an April arrival. 
A February lot, by Dastur out of Lady 
Lawless, will be known to the world later 
on as Persian Folly. Then there is one 
called Fair Joy to note. She is a grey, 
by Mr. Jinks, and her dam is Felicita. 
The mare Taj Shirin is the dam of a good 
grey March foal, by Ut Majeur. and her 
name is just Shirin. Some day I shall 
give the meaning of all these Eastern 
names !

Since then the change is very slight. 
Instead of remaining colonial, our '' ad- 
vanced ones’’—in a new escape from 
nationalism—are now cosmopolitan. Their 
petrified Pegasus is now a hobby-horse ; 
and they have hiked the primrose path 
from green carnations to pansies ; other- 
wise, nothing has changed. Their fash- 
ionable ideas still come from Blooms- 
bury; these fashionable ideas are still 
ten years behind the times; and our 
literary dilettanti still fail to see that 
Bloomsbury is, in itself, an out-of-date 
adaption of Greenwich Village or Mont 
Parnasse. A case in point is their dis- 
covery in recent years of an American 
poet—Thomas Sternes Eliot~who began 
his London career, over twelve years ago, 
as a defeatist in ''The Waste Land,’’ and 
who as the church warden author of ‘‘Ash 
Wednesday’ is now losing — caste 
among the younger and more incoherent 
goslings of Bloomsbury. Of course, with 
due time these goslings will, in them- 
selves, become tame geese; only then will 
their present cacklings awake our belated 
intelligentia into adulation. It is, indeed, 
pitiful to think of Dublin as a goose greta 
for every failing quack. 


THOMAS STERNES ELIOT 


To think of Eliot as a quack is unfair. 
He is a fine Tennysonian dramatist, an 
excellent mid-Victorian critic, generally 
an interesting poet, and sometimes a very 
good one. As a poet and literary artist 
Eliot goes about his job in his own 
peculiar manner, digs up his own startling 
matter; andj unlike his disciples, works 
out of his own distinctive consciousness. 
In other words, Eliot is no more und no 
less original than any other sincere poet— 
even a peasant poet!—who looks deeply 
into the life of his own time and interprets 
it in the terms of his own age. 

The fact of employing a Baudelairean 
image, such as ' When the evening is 
spread out against the sky like a patient 
etherised upon a table,” makes Eliot no 
more of a poet than an Irishman who 
ctherealises the common smells around a 
living drover. Each poet, writing out of 
his own environment, is equally memor- 
able and revealing. Only those newly- 
found Irish disciples of Eliot’s, bloated 
with such imagery, fail to realise poetry 
in the Irish earth that’s even beneath 
them; and, furthermore, they fail to 
realise the intensity and powerful con- 
tinuity of Irish life. 


RURAL IRELAND 


Although assailed by the world’s mental 
—as well as mechanical—standardisation, 
this Irish life of ours is still comserva- 
tively and luckily compact ; yes, even old. 
fashioned. And why not? Ireland is still 
in the slow movements of nature's ever- 
lastin . Our rural traditions, born 
out of time, make pungent a vital culture. 
And that integral life in rural Ireland 
b . with viciousness, a race of characters. 
individuals, personalities—each curiously 
unique, a law unto oneself. By reason of 
these, serene or even petty, rural 
Ireland remains to-day largely free from 
standardisation of type or literary idea. 

Literature is born out of intimacy from 
a living and ripe people. It expresses 
the entire maw of life, enriched by 
imagination; that whole intensity of 
living is a yeast, making poetry rise from 
precaic utterance, 

I; is evident in pre-Renaissance art; 
one finds it, for example, in early English 
literature down to the Elizabethans and 
in early Scots down to Burns. Since then 
poetry has become too conscious of itself; 
it is shy or selective. And that is par- 
ticularly noticeable in Irish verse written 
in English during the past fifty years. 
Indeed, much verse of that time belongs 
to the topmost storeys of the Ivory 
Tower; it appears largely, like most 
‘‘ modern "* verse, above the people’s 
head; it has no resting place among 
common. settles. 


* THE COMMON. FURNITURE..” 


“The common furniture of life ” was a 
material for poetry suggested by Thomas 
MacDonagh; yet very little of that 
material has been by our poetic 

ftsmen. Poetry is also lurking ic. drab 
lives, in those maybe of dressmakers, clerks 
ahd butchers. We await their advent in 
Trish verse! Occasionally native verse has 
enriched itself at certain people’s expense 
those curious. peopl® of our roads, of 
the islands, or other remote folk from the 
mountains. They are the romantic figures 
that attract by reason of their 
romanticism, Their ways are glamorous, 
and such ways afford pleasant travel for 
the literary artist.. Strip external romance 
from such figures, and very little ES 
bí character remains. Throw out tha 
antique utensils from their homes ; their 
homes bagome stark, and that very. ark 


racial consciousness, These weary young 
men of the newer dilettantism flount 
tradition; they are incapable of under- 


standing that the Irishman—born and 


bred—cannot avoid the influences of tradi. 
tion any more than he can avoid his 
memory. And why should he lose his 
tradition any more than lose his memory? 
He, indeed, builds upon it, grows above 
it, soars from off it while he lives in 
direct contact with the advances of his 
own experience and time.

Maybe, with 
luck, once in a generation. Nevertheless 
the literary tinkers are always hammerin 
away, merely to create a new shudder, a 
at best they produce some temporary stunt. 
Modern aecuroticism exists largely in 
Parisian poetry. During the past eighty 
years, over thirty distinctive schools of 
verse have battled for French supremacy. 
Each of these rowdy schools—peculiar to 
itself—is loudly concerned with some par- 
ticle of idea or some absurdity of literary 
form, They generally devote microscopic 
attention to the amplifying of conscious or 
sub-conscious particles, and, as a result, 
these particles, like objects in a distort- 
ing mirror, are exaggerated into monstrous 
importance. In the madness of this 
dynamic age they only see and hear in 


part ; in their intelligence it would appear 


as if common sight belies, while coherent 
speech is an antediluvian mode of human 
expression. Is this not the betrayal of 
their own chaotic minds? Some of them 


feebly attempt to reveal some aspect of 


modern life. Even that, 
is too great for pygmies. 
hantasmagoria of an industrial 
reudian world rushes by; befogged, they 
clutch at it, squint at it. 
them with. the minds of reeling drunkards, 
And the intellectual product of that ex- 


perience is given to us as a verbal jig-saw 
puzzle,

MODERN LIFE 


It is possible that verse-craft and 
threadbare speech, in the accepted modes, 
have become altogether inadequate for the 
imterpretation of modern life ip its vastly 
complicated pattern. It is more likely 
that present-day poetry lacks its composite 
poet—one Aon am” Á enough, in Whit- 
man's phrase, “to contain multitudes.”' 
Surely it is only a matter of time until 
the futhre produces such a figure. A 
myriad-minded Titan. ibly—some aris- 
ing Shakespeare—standing on the peaks 
of consciousness, will survey the hurly- 
burly and convey it, Aviel-like, in a flash. 
All the particles of experience and art 
are found compact in Titanic literature ; 
while in this mad world of their masters 
the Calibans see. only an individual par: 
ticle, a loose piece of the jig-saw puzzle. 
This Fat “ig with particles may. 
indeed, be truly considered a sign of 
inteliectual disintegration. 

Our Dublin, dilettants wholeheartedly, 
but uncritically, appreciate these jig-saws. 
Their appreciation is not even coherent. 
Yet this new method of critical dialectics 
deceives none except those who, like the 
‘advanced ones.” spond themselves on 
fig leaf problems in a fool’s paradise.

DUBLIN IMITATES 


To-day these derivative poets in England 
have secured an incredi position in 
English letters. They are now apparently 
in supreme control; criticism has ceased 
to function within a boycott preserved by 
fawning admirers in coterie. While their 
verse is of no permanent value, no branch 
on the oak tree of English poetry, their 
methods in creating a poetic dictatorship 
are, at least, entertaining. And these 
methods appear as 4 form of hysterics, 
due to the virus of literary extinction. 
Nevertheless, they have produced an 
activity in literary affairs rarely known 
in Britain; and what a racket! In the 
course of this activity academic chairs 
were _—~ the Press bludgeoned, the 
public blunderbussed, and the Georgian 
weaklings flabbergasted by their own poetic 
war babies. The merit of a poet now in 
England is his ability to create a quarrel— 
if one may judge by a laudatory opinion 
on the verse of Mr. W. H. Auden. To us 
in Ireland it is undoubtedly instructive, 
as well as humorous, to watch that revo- 
lutionary movement particularly as some 
of its admisers are now «ctually showing 
their noses in this country. Their tactics 
are identical; but Dublin again merely 
imitates 


PRINTERS’ PIE 


It is evidently essential for action first 
to clear the ground by sneering at all 
accepted canons of criticism. One must 
do it in the most impertinent manner! 
In England the pootry-boys thumb-nosed 
at all poetic principles, from Aristotle to 
Arnold. All except the didactic formalism 
of Pope and the Augustins, and this was 
most applauded by those very fellows who 
made war mostly against any idea of 
didacticism or any sense of form. Such 
is their touch of humour. And what they 
most hate they have most fully become, 
and that is a formless, yet pompous, 
Edwardian - Victotianism. Witness the 
domesticities of Patmore, the thunders of 
Tennyson, and the after-dinner grunts of 
Browning—all these misplaced pleasantries 
are found in their own verse-mess of 
printers’ pie. 

They claim to interpret every day man 
and modern affairs—in terms entirely in- 
comprehensive to any man ; to express the 
collective mind—lacking a mob intensity ; 
to be Communists—without a social gospel. 
In other words, to be everything that 
Trotsky calls “defeatist.” They con- 
sistently repudiate personality, having 
nothing personal except their own personal 
contradictions; while their communal 
qualities are rightly found in a literary 
style, which, without distinction, exhibits 
a complete snail-like sameness. Their ex- 
plosive poems? Yes—Christmas crackers 
throwing out bits of phrasing, apparently 
torn from Stock Exchange and newspaper 
tape machines. 


AT THE AUTHOR'S EXPENSE 


Apart from the interest derived from 
such poems, it may be even more interest- 
ing to know who reads these poems. One 
of the most important London publishers 
has told me that more than eighty per 
cent. of the verse published in England 
each year is issued at the author's expense. 
Tt seems as if very few readers are quali- 
fied to discover the personal treasures of 
Surrealists, to find the needle-point in 
those intellectual haystacks. The magnetic 
personality of the poet himself and of his 
twin soul are the only certainties. Why, 
therefore, waste time and money on the 
superfluous task of printing to be read? 

very upheaval in time leaves some 
effect. The main effects of Vorticism and 
Cubism from the dim nineteen-twenties 
are to-day found in commercial art. So 
it is in verse. The influence of America’s 
young ts is already apparent in 
vaudeville. It may be said that the 
matter of their verse is largely found in 
music-hall songs, such as ‘‘Lullaby of 
Broadway,”’ “These Foolish Things.” 
etc.; and that influence is not to be 
despised,- Our music-hal]l songs are the 
folk-songs of today. If these young 
English poets, with their Dublin 
imitators, could possibly attain the re- 
quired coherency, they, too, will receive 
some music-hal] applause.

COAL AND CATTLE 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES.~ 
Sim,—In to-day’s issue, and on several 
other occasions, you have mentioned the 
* Coal-Cattle” pact between the Irish Free 
State and English Governments. You have 
always assumed that the Irish Free State 
voluntarily took English coal on condition 
that England took a certain amount of Irish 
cattle in exchange. 

While 1 have no personal knowledge of the 
facts, nor the means of verifying my infor- 
mation. I have been told on more than one 
oceasion that the Irish Free State had no 
savy in the matter of the coal; they could 
either take English coal or burn turf. My 
information was that the coal-exporting 
countries of Europe, including England, 
agreed to divide the market between them, 
and that, in this agreement, Ireland was 
allotted to England exclusively. 

The five shilh per ton duty on coal, of 
course, did not affect the English exporter ; 
he had no competitor except thé Arigna 
mines, whose compétition . was insignificant. 
The duty was paid entirely by the Irish 
consumer. w ! 

With regard to the “ penal duties,” these 
are not. even remotely, connected with cattle, 
A certain sum of money has to be collected— 
justly or unjustly, according to the point of 
view—and, as it cannot be collected direct, it 
is divided among the cattle entering England 
from the Irish Free State; therefore, the 
more cattle the smaller amount per head. If 
the number of cattle decreased, Í suppose, 
the amount per head would increase — Yours, 
etc.. ** OBSERVER.

Mr. Malcolm Macdonald had replied: 
“I am of the opinion that His Majesty 
has unfettered and unlimited powers to 
legigjate for the Government and adminis- 
tration of justice among the native tribes 
of the Bechuanaland Protectorate. This 
power is not limited by treaty agree- 
ments.’’ 

Consequently, declared Mr.. Justice 
Watermeyer, any law or custom set up as 
being unalterable by His Majesty's legis- 
lative power, represents the will of a rival 
power and jurisdiction, and as such was 
incompatible with the due exercise of His 
Majesty’s legislative power and jurisdic- 
tion. 

The chiefs had claimed that the powers 
of jurisdiction of native chiefs were 
specially prescribed by a verbal tréaty of 
1 between Sir Charles Warren, repre- 
senting Queen Victoria, and the Bamang- 
wato people. The existence of this treaty 
was denied by counsel for the High Com- 
missioner, and the matter was referred by 
the judge to the Dominions Secretary for 
his decision as to whether such a treaty 
existed. His reply was described as bind- 
ing on the court.

P. Canon Boylan, M.A ” D.D., D.Latt., PP 2 
who presided, said that everything they did, 
whether intellectual or social, must be in: 
spired ultimately by the Christian ideals, 
They were up against tremendous opposition, 
and no Catholic must labour under the dela- 
sion that they were the only people with an 
ideal. ‘There were people working for ‘the 
anti-God cause who were just as heroic as 
were Cathclics—perhaps more so. Heroism

Christianity had in it, he said, every- 
thing that was heroic.

All this 
Brother Michael did without reward; he 
died in obscurity, and was buried at some 
unknown spot in those Franciscan 
precincts at Louvain of which the Irish 
Fathers recovered possession less than ten 
years ago. Truly, -this- was one of 
Ireland’s choice souls, and gratitude will 
follow him forever. It is a happy 
coincidence that this tercentenary year of 
the annalists is the year in which the 
writing of the true hist ry of our country 
has received a fresh and remarkable 
impetus. We allude to the publication of 
Professor Edmund Curtis’s “History of 
Ireland,” and make bold to say that the 
torch upheld in 1636 has passed to not 
unworthy hands in 1036 The living 
scholar proudly admits his debt to him who 
long is dead. We think that the great 
dead would not be grudging in approval 
of the living. 

Here a comparison between the old 
historian and the new suggests also a con- 
trast. The Four Masters were in a tradi- 
tion that was universal until quite recent 
times: they were annalists. From the 
Father of History down to the writers of 
the nineteenth century all historians took 
annals, laws, biographies and narratives 
as virtually their sole material. They 
pieced together, or renewed, the already 
written records of the past. Though a 
Herodotus or a Livy possessed art and fine 
judgment such as minor authors lacked, 
the method followed was all one. There 
was considered to be only one source of 
historical knowledge: the written docu- 
ment. Archeology and linguistic @ience 
began to throw new lights on the past as 
long ago as the age of Elizabeth, when 
Buchanan began to speculate, but little 
came of it until the end of the eighteenth 
century, when Scott’s antiquary was a type 
of excavators and collectors who began to 
illustrate chronicles with evidence drawn 
from relics and ruins. Yet it was not 
till the latter half of the nineteenth 
century that historians in general dis- 
covered that archeology, anthropology, 
and pure literature—to which now we add 
folklore—could be used to check the 
annalist or to enrich his study of events. 
Such a writer as Dr. Curtis brings to his 
account of the past criteria that the Four 
Masters never knew. In some remarkable 
ways the new science confirms traditio.s 
which, in the annals, came down from dim 
antiquity. it corrects them. 
In the larger field of human history the 
The 
most considerable example, of course, is 
found in that unveiling of the Mycenean 
and Minoan past which has been the 
triumph of excavators in Greece, in the 
Twad, and in Crete. Within the last half- 
century the records of European origins 
thus have been set in a completely new 
light. The existence before the rise of 
Homer’s Greeks of a luxurious older 
civilisation—to which the Achaeans played 
the part of half barbarous invaders. and 
destroyers—has been made known, and a 
new chapter, a large and vitally important 
chapter in the European story, has been 
written. Yet more notable than this filling 
of a gap in our knowledge has been the 
change wrought by the new knowledge in 
our philosgpohy of history. _We see, not 
Europe, but mankind in a new aspect and 
i tet: the uncovering of Cnossus, the 
discovery of those pre-historic luxuries of 
heating and sanitation, the finding of 
relics of a highly sophisticated fashionable 
life in a plate and time that we had taken 
to represent blank barbarity, has demon- 
strated the truth of what seemed a poet's 
flourish. The cities pass like flowers. We 
know now that civilisation is not a new 
thing; that it has risen and luxuriated 
and passed away, even into oblivion, many

tightened their already firm grip on the 
film markets in every country, and the 
film-producing firms in Great Britain 
found that they could not make any kind 


Act can claim very good results on the 
whole; for, although it condemned 
audiences to a certain amount of fairly 
crude British films at first, the greater 
market gave the native firms a chance to 
expand, and, in time, to produce films 
which were quite on a level with the best 
American films. At the same time it led 
| directly to a vast amount of really bad 
films. British firms, since the quota 
system ensured them a large home market, 
have not always troubled to fill the quota 
with good films. Thousands of “' quickies "’ 
—tmade in the cheapest possible way, with 
inexperienced producers and fourth-rate 
actors—have been inflicted on the public, 
and they have lost almost as much prestige 
for the British film industry as the good 
films have won for it. The Cinematograph 
Films Act will expire within a few months, 
and, as the quota system has caused so 
much damage, ft was at least a matter for 
argument whether the Act should be re- 
newed or not. A committee was appointed 
by the Board of Trade to investigate the 
whole matter, and its report, which was 
published on Saturday, advises a compro- 
mise. The film industry in Great Britain, 
it appears, is not strong enough yet to 
stand on its own feet, and the quota 
system must be retained. There will be 
no increase in the quota, however (a point 
on which many people have been uneasy), 
and a real effort will be made to do away 
with the scandal of the “ quickies.’’ The 
Committee thinks that it would be helpful 
to have separate quotas for the long and 
the short films, instead of only one quota 
as heretofore, and it recommends also that 
a test of quality should be imposed. ‘‘ The 
Committee,” states the report, “do not 
wish to force the public to see films which 
they do not want to see, just because the 
films are British, but rather to create con- 
ditions under which the British film in- 
dustry will be able to produce films which, 
by their excellence, command a market.” 
This is a commonsense point of view, and 
the public, which has suffered much at the 
hands of some British producing firms, 
will be grateful if it can be put into opera- 
tion,

Good Farming 


“What is good farming?’ The dis- 
cussion of this problem in the Farmer's 
Weekly, to which we referred recently, 
has extended from that admirable organ 


of the agricultural revival in England to 


the English Review, the monthly organ of 
traditional Toryism, Here the voice of 
the old landed opinion, the strength of 
Conservatism, is heard; and the writer 
says that good farming is ' good heart.” 
The good farmer is the man who keeps 
every headland and corner piece in 
“ good heart.” Land, like the engine of 
a locomotive or a ship, responds to a 
certain limit of speed and effort, and in 
accordance with its capacity loses effi- 
ciency if stretched to any greater extent. 
It is keeping every acre for which rent 
is paid up to that limit of fertility and 
productiveness that is the essence of good 
farming. 
To this end practical men for generations 
have agreed that good husbandry follows 
“the custom of the country.” What long 
experience in this most traditional of all 
industries dictates is wisdom; the whims 
of theorists, and even the ideas of men 
of science, often err. A telling example 
of the calamities that follow departure 
from tradition is cited from the report of 
the Midland Agricultural College. In 
the Sherwood Forest, under the stress of 
the times, farmers have allowed their 
stock numbers to decrease. they are farm- 
ing arable lands with a skeleton staff, 
liming is neglected; and the report tells 
that the result is impoverishment of the 
soil on a threatening scale.

LONDON LETTER 


DANGEROUS SPAIN

SPAN completely dominates the poli- 
ticul situation at the moment, and 
this accounts for the many meetings of 
the Cabinet Committee, with suddén calls 
to the Cabinet itself, since there is great 
anxiety as to possible developments. The 
next few weeks are likely to see the pre- 
sent strain intensified, and the Govern- 
ment may be called upon to take a very 
decided stand in favour of British new- 
trality by granting belligerent rights to 
both parties in Spain, irrespective of 
vpinion in France, which is opposed to 
any definite step. If things go badly 
with General Franco—and at the moment 
they do not appear to be going very well 
—it is thought that active assistance will 
be forthcoming .from outside quarters, 
which will make the position extremely 
difficult for Europe. The Spanish Govern. 
ment has appealed to the League of 
Nations, but the internal affairs of a 
country are, according to the Covenant, 
no affair for League discussion, and the 
application may be refused. In official 
eircles here all comment on this matter 
was refused yesterday, but it is known 
that Mr. Eden was giving the matter con- 
sideration, and that he had an interview 
with Mr. Strang, the League of Nations 
expert, at the Foreign Office. 


Munitions and Spain 


The House of Commons will have a ful! 
dress debate on Tuesday, when Mr. Run- 
cman will present the Merchant Ship- 
ping (Carriage of Munitions to Spain) 
Bill The Government ho that the 
second reading will be secured without any 
trouble. If this is done, the Committee 
— and the third reading will be taken 
without delay. There will be some op- 

ition to the measure from the Labour 
adh, though nobody seems to know 
the reason, but the Liberal opposition 
will give its support to the bill, and Sir 
Archibald Sinclair will speak in favour 
of it. To-morrow Sir Percy Harris will 
ask the Prime Minister whether the 
Dominions Governments have been con 
sulted on the provisions of the bill, and 
whether they propose similar legislation. 


The Non-Intervention Committee 


A plenary meeting of the Non-Interven- 
tion Committee will be held on Wednes- 
day, when the business will be to receive 
the reports of the British, Gernfan and 
Italian representatives on the attitude of 
their respective Governments towards the 

roposed scheme of control to be placed 

fore the leaders of both — in 
Spain, and dealing more particularly with 
the crossing of frontiers by aeroplanes. 
If all the delegates have received the 
necessary instructions from their Govern- 
ments it is hoped that the meeting may 
be productive of something useful. 


Food Control 


The new food control scheme set up by 
the Government will not deal with the 
distribution of daily supplies to the 
population, but will be principall7 con- 
cerned with the safe conveyance of food 
supplies from overseas, and the proper care 
and allocation of such supplies when they 
reach this country. The sub-committee of 
the Committee of Imperial Defence, which 
has had to consider this weak point in 
the national economy, has made proposals 
which will have to be carried out, these 
including plans for the diversion of ship- 
ping when necessary, and adequate 
provision of road transport. Once this 
Committee is in full working order, it is 
highly probable that another Food 
Ministry will be set up to deal with the 
rationing of the population, somewhat 
similar in character to that in force 
towards the end of the Great War. 


Attacks on Democracy 


Mr. Silverman has put down a motion on 
— party funds for discussion in the 

ouse of Commons on Wednesday next, 
when he will move that, in view of the 
manifold attacks, open and concealed, to 
which democratic instittitions at home and 
abroad have been, and are now, subject— 
and believing that it is more than ever 
necessary that such institutions in this 
country should command the confidence of 
a majority of British citizens—the House 
deems it expedient that all parties or poli- 
tical organisations seeking to secure the 
election of members thereof to membership 
of the House, or of Local Government 
authorities, should be obliged by law to 
publish annually such accounts of their 
finances as may be necessary to enable all 
such persons as desire it to be made aware 
of the sources and amounts of their funds 
and annual revenue of any kind. 


Plans for New Locarno 


Although negotiations for a new Locarno 
Pact are still taking place through official 
channels, little progress is looked for in 
the present conditions. Conditions in 
Spain and Abyssinia are difficult obstacles, 
which directly and indirectly stand in the 


| way of international agreement. Without 


in any way attempting to enforce its own 
views, the British Government is doing 
much to smooth the way for a new pact, 
and has invited other Governments to 
suggest: means by which the present 
divergencies of view may be overcome. So 
far the invitation has brought no tangible 
results. Apparently Germany and Italy 
persist in their objections to any new agree- 
ment being brought withia the framework 
of the League, whereas Britain and France 
are firmly of the opinion that the League

The improvised Govern- 
ment machine has its hands full and its 
resources pledged in the conflict. 

“ To the million inhabitants have been 
added thousands of refugees, and more 
than a quarter. of the city is partially 
destroyed and uninhabitable. Civilian 
casualties have been very heavy; already 
starvation is at work, and epidemic seems 
inevitable. 

“ We urge immediate and large-scale 

action by the neutral Powers, working 
through an international organisation. 
The evacuation and partial maintenance 
of women, children and non-combatants is 
an urgent necessity, in order to mitigate, 
though it cannot prevent, unspeakable 
horrors.” 
_The M.P.s are understood to have 
appealed to the British and French 
Governments to send 1,000 lorries each to 
help in the evacuation of Madrid.

STRENUOUS DAY FOR

AMAGE estimated at about £50,000 
was done by fire in Dublin last Satur- 
day afternoon when an outbreak, originat- 
ing in the factory of Messrs. Peter 
Kavanagh and Sons, The Coombe, Dublin, 
spread — and involved two neigh- 
bouring shops and the jam and sausage 
factory, threatened some dwellinghouses, 
and extended within dangerous proximity 
to the Coombe Hospital. 

At 2.15 p.m. employés working in 
Messrs. Kavanagh's premises were un- 
aware of the danger. In less than half-an- 
hour the buildings, where 120 people 
worked, were ablaze. 

Captain Connolly, who had been up in 
the early hours of the morning at a fire at 
Rowntree’s, Kilmainham, on receiving the 
alarm, ordered out all sections of the 
Dublin Fire Brigade. With powerful 
water pressure the fire was fought on all 
sides for four hours before it was subdued. 

At 4 o'clock Mr. John White's grocery 
and spirit premises, and Mr. Sweeney’s 
chemist’s shop, caught fire, and also the 
roof of No. 7 Brabazon street, the residence 
of Mr. and Mrs. Mahon. Mr. Mahon and 
his household had to quit hurriedly. The 
Coombe Hospital, separated only short 
distance from the burning buildings, was 
lighted up by the flames, while heavy, roll- 
ing smoke blackened its walls. 

The residents of several other houses 
were ordered from their homes for safety’s 
sake by the firemen, and with many tene- 
ments and small houses in the neighbour- 
hood the fire presented as ugly a problem 
as the Dublin Brigade have had to face for 
some time. 

A large and excited crowd was attracted 
o the scene, and the Guards had a 
strenuous task in controlling it. Man

Five persons were arrested by the 
Guards and taken to the Newmarket 
Station, where they were detained on 
Saturday night.

Messrs. Kavanagh's premises, including 
the sausage and, jam factory, Nos. 74-77 
The Coombe, were gutted. Mr. Sweeney’s 
chemjst’s shop, Mr. Farrell’s greengrocery 
and Mr, White’s spirit grocer’s premises 
suffered, with their contents, severely from 
heavy volumes of water poured in on them 
to prevent worse damage. 


RESCUE SCENES 


There were four families living over one 
of the shops—fifteen persons in all—Mrs 
M. Maher, two in family ; Mrs. Connoran, 
six; Mrs. Coffey, six; and Miss B. Byrne, 
who was rescued in a semi-conscious condi- 
tion by Mr. Michael Daly, 38 Clogher 
road, Crumlin, who was on a visit to his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Connoran, at No. 74 
The Coombe, when the fire broke out. 
Mr. Daly said that he had just sat 
down to a cup of tea when he saw smoke 
coming from the shop below. He rushed 
out of the room, and sa~ that the whole 
shop was in flames. He promptly pushed 
Mrs. Maher to the staircase, and then 
took out Miss Byrne. When he wanted to 
go back to save his belongings firemen 
would not let him owing to the danger. 
He lost a new bicycle, his coat and his 
wages. Miss Byrne lost everything, in- 
cluding her wages. Mrs. Coffey, the 
youngest of whose six children is aged 
three, also lost all in the flames, as did 
the others. 

Neighbours took the children into their 
houses, and later the Very Rev. Canon 
Hayden, the Parish Priest of the district, 
gave them shelter in the St. Nicholas of 
Myra Hall. 


EARLY MORNING FIRE 


Fire was discovered in the early hours 
of Saturday morning at the premises of 
the Associated Chocolate and Cor- 
fectionery Co., Ltd., Messrs. Rowntree’s 
chocolate factory at Kilmainham. Some- 
time between three and four a.m. smoke 
was seen coming from the back of the 
factory building by an employé. He gave 
the alarm to other employés on night 
duty, and locating the flames they en- 
deayoured to suppress them with fire ex- 
tinguishers on the premises. They made 
no headway, and the fire spread. The 
Dublin Fire Brigade had been called, and 
the Tara street and Dorset street sections, 
under Captain Connolly, quickly arrived. 
In about half an hour the brigade men 
had the fire under control. 

A drying room, where the fire began, and 
the heating room heside it, together with 
a large portion of the roof, were destroyed. 

Though the damage done is serious 
enough, the working of the fattory was 
virtually wnaffected, and work was con- 
tinued on Saturday in the other parts of 
the buildings, the machinery not being 
affected by fire or water. 

Last August there was a disastrous fire 
at the Rowntree factory, damage to the 
extent of £100,000 being sustained. 


CLONMEL BLAZE 


As a result of an outbreak of fire on the 
premises of Mr. J, W. Brady, radio, furni- 
ture and cycle dealers, O'Connell street, 
Clonmel, last Saturday morning, damage 
estimated at between £1,500 and £2,000 
was caused. The fire occurred in the 
firm's radio department, which is housed 
in a hed store at the rear of the 
premises. In a very short time the store 
and its contents were burned. 

The Corporation Fire Brigade and the 
Civic Guards vented the flames from

The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day:—In a speech delivered last week 
to the City Carlton Club the Home 
Secretary mentioned some of the lessons 
brought home to him, as one bred amid 
the acerbities of party politics, by the 
events of recent years. He noted the dis- 
appearance for lack of substance of former 
party controversies, and the concentration 
of authority in the hands of all those who 
were the subject of‘attack by ans. form ol 
extremist. The proceedings of P¥fliament 
so far this session have borne eloquent 
testimony to the view that the democratic. 
system need not mean a bear-garden of 
acrimoniously contending parties. 

The best way to illustrate the extent to 
which co-operation has been effective is to 
examino the attitude of Parliament 
towards the various issues discussed, ‘To 
take home affairs first, the debates upon 
the Public Order Bill, a measure which in 
the old days of party fury might well have 
been made an occasion for violent Opposi- 
tion attacks, have neen the friendliest of 
consultations as to the best method of 
preserving the decency in British politics 
which everyone desires. The whole House 
of Commons has been united in pressing 
for new efforts to help the special areas, 
though in former days that subject might 
well have aroused vociferous suspicion, 

In circumstances like these, proceeds 
The Times, the House of Commons has 
every right to feel proud of the example 
which it is setting to a guerulous and 
disordered world. In its insistence, with- 
out regard to party ties, upon the exten- 
sion of industrial recovery—which is so 
largely its own achievement—to the special 
areas; in its refusal to tolerate public 
disorder manufactured by political in- 
tolerance ; in its disinclination to approve 
panic or to condone complacency im the 
matter of national defence; in its 
immunity to the Communist or Fascist 
fevers which are disturbing international 
relations—in alf these matters it has 
shown the power of democratic institu-

tions to give a country steadiness and 
balance, and at the same time the capacity 
to act in difficult times..

FIERCE attack on Germany, Italy 
; and Fascism was made by Litvinoff, 
Soviet Commissar for Foreign Affairs, in 
his speech to the All-Union Soviet Con- 
s. 

Declaring that the security oí the 
U.8.8.R. depends not upon paper docu- 
ments, but upon the strength of the Soviet 
Union itself, he said that if the day should 
come when the Soviet forces were forced to 
defend the Fatherland, “ the Soviet Union 
will stand and proudly tower as an im- 

regnable fortress, against which will be 

roken the turbid waves of the frenzied 
Fascist sea.”’ 

“ As a State,” he continued, “ we are 
not concerned with the internal Fascist 
régime in one country or another, but 
Fascism is ceasing to be an internal affair 
with the countries professing it. 

‘“ Though for many years the spreading 
of Fascism beyond the borders of Italy 
did not constitute an element in the foreign 
policy of that country, or in the policy of 
the founder of Fascism, Mussolini, this 
changed after Mussolini’s Fascism had 
been polished up by lessons from Berlin. 
It then became fertilised with the theories 
of German national-socialism. 


IN SPAIN 

“ As distinct from Italian Fascism, 
German national-socialism transferred its 
activities beyond the borders of Germany 
immediately after it had gained a foothold 
ir that country. 

“ The activity of Fascism abroad is more 
serious when it adopts such forms as in 
Spain,” M. Litvinoff continued. He dwelt 
in detail on the “' assistance given to the 
Spanish rebels by Germany and Italian 
Fascism.”’ 

Referring to the London Committee of 
Non-Intervention, he said that the Com- 
mittee understands the word non-interven- 


há

tion to mean that the Committee itself 
should not intervene in a matter of inter- 
vention in Spanish events. 

“ At present, the result of the assist- 
ance rendered by Germany and Italy is 
that for several weeks hundreds and 
thousands of incendiary bombs and shells 
have been showered upon the beautiful! 
capital of the Spanish people. Day and 
night hundreds and thousands of peaceful 
citizens, Women and children, are being 
killed and crippled. The greatest master- 
pieces of architecture, painting and 
sculpture, representing the treasury ol! 
mankind, are being destroyed. 

“This devastation is being performed 
from German and Italian aeroplanes by 
the hands of German and Italian pilots. 


FASCIST BLOC 

“In the case of Spain we are dealing 
with the first big sally of Fascism beyond 
the limits of its home country, with an 
attempt forcibly to implant the Fascist 
régime in Spain from without. If this 
attempt succeeded there would be no 
guarantees against its repetition on a 
wider scale with regard to other States 
as well. 

“Failing to obtain allies among the 
members of the League of Nations which 
still adhere to the idea of collective 
security, Fascism, finding itself isolated, 
turned towards those few countries which 
also pursue aggressive aims and formed a 
bloc with them, allegedly «for a fight 
against ‘the international Communist 
danger.’ 

‘I assert, being conscious of all the re- 
sponsibility of my words, that negotiations 
were carried on for fifteen months between 
the Japanese Military Attaché and the 
German super-diplomat, and were devoted 
precisely to the elaboration of a secret 
document in which the word Communism 
is not even mentioned,

“German Fascism,” said M. Litvinoff, 
“‘ asserted that in principle it was opposed 
to any international alliances oad com - 
binations, except non-aggression pacts, 
and even these were to be concluded only 
with neighbouring States. It has con- 
cluded an agreement, and by no means a 
non-aggression agreement, with Japan, 


| which is thousands of miles away and 


separated from it by several States. 
TO SPREAD WAR 


“ German Fascism swore that it adhered 
to the principle of localisation of war. 
The agreement with Japan has a tendency 
to spread war arising in one continent to 
at least two, if not more, continents.’’ 

The Fascist and aggressive countries, he 
added, “ fling challenge after challenge to 


the peaceful and, above all. democratic 
peoples.’ It was now up to those peoples 
to speak. 


The Soviet Union did not beg to enter 
any alliances or combinations, but calmly 
left to other States to weigh and judge 
the benefit which could be derived in the 
interests of peace from close collaboration 
with Soviet Russia and to understand that 
the Soviets could give more than they 
received.

THE MOTOR CAR 


Alderman Bradley left the hall at about 
nine o’clock, escorted by two club officials, 
Mr. Ber: wd McGinty and Mr. Michael 
Roddy. Mr. McGinty left the party half 
a mile from the Miller street residence of 
the Alderman, which is in a large resi- 
dential area between Bishop street and 
the River Foyle. Mr. Roddy walked with 
Alderman Bradley as far as the top of 
Miller street, one of many streets running 
from Bishop street towards the River 
Foyle. 

Alderman Bradley had gone about forty

£6,454,000 in 1935. while Savings Certificates 
increased from £7,170,000 to £10,154,000 over 
the past five years. 

“Our trade figures show that our annual 
trade turnover has increased by nearly five 
million pounds since last year. There has 
been a very substantial improvement of over, 
two million pounds in the value of our agri- 
cultural exports. Theré have also been in 
creases in the prices. of cereals this year 
which have compensated our tillage farmers 
for the decrease in the yield of their crops 
Despite the fluctuations in prices and the 
toils and uncertainties of the farmer's life, 
there are reasonably good conditions in agri- 
culture, and there certainly bas been an 
advance in the standard of living among the 
farming community.

THE HOME MARKET 
Mr. W. T. Cosgrave said :— 


“Industrial activity is directed towards 
the production of poo for sale at: home or 
for export to a foreign market. . In our 
circumstances and conditions it is gs that 
the home market íor manufactured goods is 
cf vastly more importance than the foreign. 
We tive at a period when Governments here 
end elsewhere give assistance of various kinds 
to home industrialists. Not only is the tariff 
weapon being used to the utmost, but various 
other devices are in operati 7 ies, 
restrictions or prohibition of imports, quotas, 
licences, etc. In the old days of free trade, 
or restricted tariffs, a good article produced 
at a reasonable price could be sold in a wide 
world market. But since tariffs and the 
other devices I have mentioned are not con- 
fined to one country, commerce is reduced, 
and manufacturers are thrown back more and 
more upon their own home market. 

“ What is the nature of that market here’? 
It is, and it must remain for the greater part, 
a market made up of agricultural producers— 
that is, of persons working and living on the 
land. Nearly two-thirds of our people find a 
living in agriculture. Upon their prosperity 
depentds the progress and the stability of the 
manufacturing arm. most recent in- 
formation regarding the output of agriculture 
shows a very considera decline. There 
has been a drop of some 24 millions between 
the years 1930 and 1935. - Whatever altera- 
tions may be made by additions or subtrac- 
tions, the fact is that the purchasing power 
of the agricultural community has suffered 
such a considerable reduction as must affect’ 
our industries.
